COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) _ A 
showdown may come today in 
the Ohio Senate on three bills 
involving educational institutions 
as House members return for 
their first floor session in eight 
days. 
Expected to come up for a 
vote in the Senate were meas­ 
ures to create Cleveland State 
University and Toledo Medical 
College along with a bill permit­ 
ting the Board of Regents to 
construct buildings on and lease 
land to non-profit and non tax 
aupported universities. 
Those House-approved bills 
were put over from a spirited

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—The 
American Farm Bureau Feder­ 
ation is considering a rendez­ 
vous with the American house­ 
wife at a cozy spot where both 
parties would feel at ease—the 
grocery shelf. 
The arrangements may cost 
millions. But the farmers hope 
it will be profitable for them. 
“What we are after is shelf 
space,’ said C. William Shank, 
an Ohio Farm Bureau official. 
“The

Shank, general manager of 
the Ohio Agricultural Marketing

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)-Ray 
Bliss, who prefers backstage 
shadows to the spotlight, seemed 
today to have some strong back­ 
ing as a compromise choice for 
Republican national chairman.

“This development is neither 
good nor bad; it is simply dif­ 
ferent.”

Besides shelf space and mar­ 
ket muscle, there is another ob­ 
vious benefit in owning a food 
chain. “We are not hoping to 
do without profits,” said Shank. 
The National Farm Bureau 
has 1.6 million members.

$200 million,” or about half the 
amount needed to buy a chain. 
Conventional financing could do 
the rest, said Shank.

ROME (AP) — The Italian 
Parliament failed today in a 
third ballot to elect a new presi 
dent for Italy. On subsequent 
ballots only a simple majority is 
required for election, but no 
candidate has come close to get­ 
ting even that. 
A two-thirds majority, or 642 
votes, was required for election 
on the first three ballots. T h e 
requirement now is 482. 
Christian Democratic candi­ 
date Giovanni Leone was high 
man but steadily lost strength. 
He dropped from 319 on the first 
ballot to 304 and then to 298 on 
the third. 
Former 
Premier 
A minter e 
Fanfani, a left-wing Christian 
Democrat, 
made 
significant 
gains. He rose to 71 votes today 
from 18 on the first ballot and 53 
on the second. 
The 
Socialists, 
Democratic 
Socialists and Republicans of 
Christian Democratic Premier 
Aldo Moro’s center-left coalition 
stood firm on their insistence 
that the next president be a So­ 
cialist. They threw all their 137 
votes again to Foreign Minister 
Giuseppe 
Saragat, 
a 
Demo­ 
cratic Socialist. 
The 
Communists 
still 
held 
their big bloc of 253 votes solidly 
behind Communist Sen. Umber­ 
to Terracini. They were waiting 
to decide where to throw them 
in a decisive vote.

Buddhists

monks and nuns ended a 24-hour 
hunger strike today, but Bud­ 
dhist leaders made plans to keep 
up their campaign against the 
government of Premier Tran 
Van Huong. 
Reliable

predicted 
bigger hunger strikes and street 
demonstrations. 
U.S. Ambassador Maxwell D. 
Taylor 
scheduled 
a 
meeting 
with Huong to discuss the situa­ 
tion. 
The Buddhist drive to topple 
Huong’s regime was credited 
with causing the resignations 
Wednesday of Education and 
Cultural 
Minister 
Phan 
Tan 
Chuc and Tran Thuc Linh, a 
deputy chief af the Information 
Ministry. 
Other ministers are known to 
be wanting to get out of the gov­ 
ernment, but Huong has asked 
that they remain until the situa­ 
tion has calmed. 
The 
Buddhists 
particularly 
oppose the ministers of informa­ 
tion, social welfare and justice. 
Buddhist 
leaders 
complain 
that some of Huong’s Cabinet 
members are holdovers from 
the administration of the late 
President 
Ngo 
Dinh 
Diem, 
whose regime they helped over' 
throw in November 1963. Huong 
so far has rebuffed the Bud­ 
dhists’ attempts to regain a posi­ 
tion of political power.

PARIS (AP) — Ministers of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Or­ 
ganization failed today to settle 
their differences on the sharing 
of nuclear responsibility, plan 
to keep on studying this com­ 
plex problem. 
The United States and French 
governments remained divided 
on this issue. But those same 
two governments took care to 
keep in close contact with each 
other. 
The NATO ministers issued a 
communique at the close of 
their winter meeting w h i c h

“Ministers e x a m i n e d the 
problems confronting the alli­ 
ance in the field of convention­ 
al and nuclear weapons A thor­

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
head of the Johnson administra­ 
tion’s war on poverty has wel­ 
comed the participation of pri­ 
vate industry and invited more. 
Sargent Shriver, director of 
the Office of Economic Oppor­ 
tunity, took the step Wednesday 
after the White House had re­ 
leased the second major batch 
of projects in the antipoverty 
war. 
Included in the $82.6-million 
package was a New Jersey Job 
Corps training center to be op­ 
erated by a subsidiary of Inter­ 
national Telephone & Telegraph 
Co. for a possible fee of $540,000. 
At a news conference Shriver 
said, 
“I hope that a large 
amount of participation by pri­ 
vate industry will develop over 
the months ahead.” 
The urban Job Corps training 
center at Camp Kilmer, N.J., 
was one of three announced. 
The two others, at Tongue Point 
Naval Station, Ore., and Camp 
Gary, Tex., will be operated by 
nonprofit organizations. 
The White House announce­ 
ment also contained 18 sites in 
15 states for the smaller rural 
job training centers. They are in 
addition to 41 sites announced in 
late November. 
In all, antipoverty program 
officials said, about 150 rural 
centers to train IOO to 200 youths 
in basic job skills and rudimen 
tary 
education 
are 
planned 
They hope to have about IO ur­ 
ban area centers, for 1,000 or 
more youths, in operation by 
next June.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Rep. 
Wilbur 
D. 
Mills, 
a 
major 
congressional opponent of Presi­ 
dent Johnson’s health care plan, 
says he is prepared to support a 
program administered by Social 
Security 
but 
separately 
fi­ 
nanced. 
Mills’ views amounted to a 
rough sketch of a program for 
the aged different from the ad­ 
ministration’s 
Social 
Security 
plan 
but 
compatible 
enough 
with it to give every indication 
that a compromise could be 
reached. 
If this should prove to be the 
case, the decade-long controver­ 
sy in Congress over health care 
for the aged could be settled by 
mid- 1965. The program is one 
of Johnson’s principal legisla­ 
tive goals. 
Mills, an Arkansas Democrat, 
is chairman of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, which 
has been the graveyard of legis­ 
lation for health care of the 
aged under Social Security. 
“I could vote for a payroll 
tax to finance part of the cost of 
health care for the aged,” Mills 
said when he was reached by 
telephone at his district office in 
little Rock, Ark. He said fur­ 
ther he has “no objection to So­ 
cial Security administration of 
such a program.” He added: 
“It would be easier for them 
to do it, and it certainly would 
be less expensive than setting 
up a separate agency.” 
The Johnson-backed plan is 
essentially similar to those pro­ 
posed earlier by President John 
F. Kennedy and congressional 
sponsors over the years. 
It 
would provide hospital, nursing 
home and some outpatient serv­ 
ice — but not regular doctor 
care — for the aged. 
The cost would be met, for 
Social Security retirees, by in­ 
creasing the payroll tax now 
paid by both employers and em­ 
ployes and now used to provide 
old age, disability and similar 
cash benefits.

Mowed Down by Nazis 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) - 
It was Dec. 17, 1944, and outside 
the little town of Malmedy in 
Belgium, Cpl. John A. O’Connell 
stood in a snowy field with some 
150 members of Battery B, 285th 
Field Artillery. 
They had been overrun by 
Hitler’s 
panzer divisions 
and 
captured as the Germans made 
their last big push to stay the 
allied invasion in the Battle of 
the Bulge. 
“We figured the rest of t h e 
world war would be a concen­ 
tration camp for us,” said O’­ 
Connell, 
now 
a 
middle-aged 
manager for a baking company

Suddenly a German command 
car moved along the road be­ 
side them with the tanks from 
the 1st Panzer SS Regiment. 
“A man in the command car 
stood up and took careful aim 


and fired into us,” O’Connell 
said. “That was the signal, I 
guess, for the machineguns in 
the tanks to fire. I took one in 
the shoulder and went down. 
Someone fell across my legs. I 
fell face down, my hand on 
Cave’s back. He had been hit in 
the chest. Then the German in­ 
fantrymen began to fire into us. 
“I couldn’t believe it. I kept 
asking 
myself 
‘Why 
Winy’ 
Then I prayed. Dave was a 
Catholic like me and I tried to 
get him to pray but he just 
gasped.” 
Passing tanks added their fire 
“just like a bunch of kids with 
air rifles.” 
Then the Germans came into 
the field and dubbed, stabbed 
and shot the helpless captives 
on the ground. 
Another bullet passed through 
O’Connell’s hand. O’Grady died. 
Late that afternoon the light 


began to fade and a German 
soldier walked up and shot O’­ 
Connell in the head. The bullet 
went through the side of his face 
and lodged in his mouth. He 
spat it out. 
As darkness carne near a 
whisper ran through the piles of 
dead and wounded soldiers. 
“Who’s alive, who’s alive” 
“Me, me,” came a few an­ 
swers. 
A group of wounded jumped 
up and ran for a patch of trees. 
About 15 made it safely through 
German fire. 
That was the end of the war 
for O’Connell. 
Not until Jan. 13, 1945, when 
Americans recaptured the town 
did they find the evidence of one 
of the most infamous slaughters 
of unarmed prisoners. 
Eighty-six bodies of American 
soldiers were found riddled with 
bullets in that snowy field three 
miles from Malmedy.

Brown is turning to tile experts 
on outer space for assistance in 
solving some of the inner space 
problems facing the 
nation’s 
most populous state. 
The governor claims his state 
has the largest aggregate of 
scientific talent in the nation — 
grouped mainly in its aerospace 
industries 
— and 
the 
same 
minds that devised a system for 
aunching a man into space 
could be applied to California’s 
pressing problems. 
He suggested the companies 
submit bids to the state, outlin­ 
ing the costs for development of 
programs to m e e t the increas­ 
ing needs of a rapidly expand­ 
ing population. 
‘Through pioneering 
tech­ 
niques of systems and develop­ 
ments 
and 
engineering, 
the 
aerospace 
industries 
have 
solved the enormously complex 
problems 
of 
space 
travel,” 
Brown said. 
The state put a ceiling of $100, 
OOO on each of the first four m a­ 
jor problems submitted for bids 
The problems were: 
1. Waste 
management, 
in­ 
cluding smog control and elimi­ 
nation of water pollution. 
2. A transportation system to 
handle the growing needs of 
booming California. 
3. A plan for gathering data 


on public needs in an effort to 
take some of the guesswork out 
of government planning. 
4. A better system for treat­ 
ing the mentally ill and control­ 
ling the criminally ill. 
Shortly after Brown's request 
for aerospace help, four nation­ 
ally known companies promised 
their 
asssistance. 
They were 
Aerojet-General Corp., Douglas 
Aircraft Corp., Lockheed Air­ 
craft Corp. and Hughes Aircraft 
Co. 


Dan A. Kimball, chairman of! 
the board of directors for Aero­ 
jet-General, summed it up for 
the company executives: 
“I am confident, speaking for 
the industry, we can successful­ 
ly utilize use of the systems ap­ 
proach of aerospace develop­ 
ment to suggest solutions in 
those areas of immediate con­ 
cern.” 
The governor said the care of 
the criminally and mentally ill 
was one of the headaches the 


state had failed to solve and one 
of the big questions he hoped 
aerospace engineers could an­ 
swer. 
“The current system for han­ 
dling the criminals 
and 
the 
mentally ill is finding it increas­ 
ingly difficult to meet the re­ 
quirements,” Brown said. 
The governor said the space 
engineers may be the only ones 
who can develop “the common 
denominators involved in diag- 
' nosis, in the care and cure, and 


in t h e economic impact upon a 
community.” 
Perhaps, Brown said, the en­ 
gineers and scientists can deter­ 
mine what type of program ii 
needed to “ return these crimi­ 
nals and mentally ill to the open 
society 
with 
assurance 
that 
their 
nonacceptable 
behavior 
would not reoccur.” 
The same general problems. 
Brown said, exist in data collec­ 
tion, in waste management, and 
in transportation.

Not King Cole 
Treated for 
Lung Tumor 


HOLLYWOOD (AP) - Nat 
(King) Cole — one of popular 
music’s greatest stars — is re­ 
ceiving cobalt treatments for a 
tumor in one lung. 
The fact that the 45-year-old 
singer is seriously ill was dis­ 
closed Wednesday by his physi­ 
cians. They declined to say 
whether the tumor is malignant. 
When Cole was admitted to St. 
John’s Hospital in nearby Santa 
Monica Dec. 9 his illness was 
termed a respiratory ailment. 
His physicians — Dr. Robert 
Kositchek and Dr. Elmer Rigby 
—-said Cole would be able to go 
borne in about IO days: just aft 
er Christmas. 
They added: “We have also

King Hails Dixie 


Rights Attitude

Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. 
has joined other Negro leaders 
in hailing widespread Southern 
compliance with the public ac­ 
commodations section of the 
Civil Rights Act. 
The president of the Atlanta- 
based Southern Christian Lead-| 
ership Conference said in Paris 
Tuesday that compliance “has 
been good up to now and will be 
improved” as a result of the 
U.S. Supreme Court decision 
upholding the ban on discrim­ 
ination in public facilities. 
King, who was en route home 
from Oslo where he received the 
Nobel Peace Prize, added: “The 
hard core of resistance, it is 
hoped, will recognize and obey 
the law of the land.” 
But pockets of resistance re­ 
mained in some rural sections 
of the South, especially in com­ 
munities where there were no 
b i r a c i a l committees. Such 
groups helped smooth the path 
for 
desegregation 
in 
major 
Southern cities. 
Paul Anthony of the Southern 
Regional Council in Atlanta said 
businesses in most rural com 
Enmities probably would com­ 
ply if the act were tested. 
Richard 
Haley, 
r e g i o nal 
director for the Congress of Ra­ 
cial Equality at New Orleans, 
said his office has received only 
six complaints from Louisiana 
since the civl rights law went 
into effect.

This absence of complaints, 
he said, could mean little eiffort 
is being made to test the puhlic 
accommodations section.

The n e e d to concentrate on 
discrimination in jobs, educa­ 
tion and housing also was men­ 
tioned by Negro leaders in Ten­ 
nessee, Alabama, and Georgia. 
In South Carolina, many busi­ 
nesses have complied with the 
law. In Texas and Virginia, 
where there has been little open 
resistance, voter registrtaion is 
being emphasized rather t h a n 
demonstrations and sit-ins. 
Desegregation of restaurants 
and motels continued in Atlanta, 
once the scene of demonstra­ 
tions and mass arrests. 
But Lester Maddox reiterated 
that he would never serve Ne 
groes at his segregated Atlanta 
cafeteria. His case is pending 
j before the Supreme Court.

Santa's Snoopers Busy 
In Ohio's Penitentiary

Roast beef and steaks may 
turn up (rn the specials list at 
many food markets this week­ 
end. Lamb in the Northeast and 
turkeys in the Southeast also 
will be on the bargain meat 
counter. 
Wholesale egg prices inched 
upward, but butter is down in 
some areas. 
Potato prices are expected to 
remain high for a time in most 
areas. The fall crop in the 
North was below average. 
At the fresh produce counters 
there should be good supplies 
of broccoli, carrots, celery, egg­

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
Santa’s snoopers are busy now 
at the Ohio Penitentiary. 
But they’re not trying to find 
out what the 4,500 inmates want 
for Christmas. 
They’re making sure that no 
friends and relatives of prison­ 
ers sneak through weapons, nar­ 
cotics, alcohol or other contra­ 
band items. 
Only a fraction of the 5,000 
to 6,000 Christmas packages 
contain contraband, Warden Er­ 
nest L. Maxwell said, but each 
box must be carefully checked 
—just in case. 
That takes a detail of seven 
or eight guards, plus the as­ 
sistance of about 40 inmates 
who serve as helpers and clerks. 
Out of the hundreds of pounds 
of Christmas presents which ar­ 
rive each year, only about 150 
pounds of contraband will be 
impounded. 
Banned 
gifts 
include 
such 
things as steel mirrors—which 
might be made into knives — 
and transistor radios — which 
might be converted for between- 
cell communications. 
Also outlawed are postage 
stamps and dice, both of which 
might be used for gambling. Hie 
stamps, Warden Maxwell ex­ 
plained, cain substitute for cash. 
Also barred is tobacco in un­ 
sealed packs, which might hide

marijuana; jellies and jams, 
which might conceal narcotics; 
clothing which doesn’t conform 
to uniform regulations, and all 
perishable foods, which could 
pose health problems. 
The contraband list naturally 
includes hair oils and shaving 
lotions which contain alcohol and 
might be converted by thirsty 
inmates into substitutes for the 
bottled holiday cheer available 
ouside. 
Raisins, dried apricots, prunes 
and such fruits are on the for­ 
bidden list, too—for the same 
reason. It’s too easy for an im­ 
provising inmate to turn them 
into home-made brandy.

He still hasn’t given details 
but this week, after he called in 
a group of reporters to let them 
interview 
him 
provided 
they 
didn’t quote him, it was clear he 
thinks the Great Society will be 
many long years in the making. 
Since last April he had dwelt 
on the Great Society theme re­ 
peatedly, although not recently, 
pledging his administration to 
build it. He mentioned three 
places to start: in the “cities. . . 
countryside. . .and classrooms.” 
One of his foundation stones, 
to be offered the new Congress 
in January, will be medical care 
for the aged — a plan tied to 
Social Security. Others will be 
road-building 
programs 
and 
funds for health facilities in 
mining areas. 
This is a modest enough be­ 
ginning for a man who did so 
well in the November election 
which also gave his Democrats 
overwhelming control of con­ 
gress. He has been extraordi­ 
narily un-noisy for a victorious 
politician. 
But the explanation is that he 
doesn’t want to waste any of the 
good will and influence he won 
through pressure tactics or un­ 
necessary conflicts. In short, he 
seems bent on following a very 
moderate road. 
He wants to avoid the pit 
President Franklin D.Roosevelt 
fell into when, after his tremen 
dous election triumph in 1936, he 
damaged his effectiveness bad­ 
ly, particularly in Congress, by 
his fight in 1937 over reshaping 
the Supreme Court. 
There’s another side to that 
story. The court in Roosevelt’s 
first term wrecked one New

TV-Radio

NEW YORK (AP) — Viewers 
probably are not aware of it, 
but television commercials are 
carefully planned so that they 
do not run afoul of assorted fed­ 
eral regulations and the indus­ 
try’s own code of good practice 
and network policies. 
The current issue of the Na­ 
tional Association of Broadcast­ 
ers magazine contains a sample 
television script for a commer­ 
cial which contains just about 
every violation of the rules. 
The scene is a newsroom with 
Teletype machines, an American 
flag and picture of President 
Johnson in the background. All 
are forbidden — use of simulat­ 
ed news, the flag or the picture 
in a sales pitch. 
Then it moves to a shot of 
men dressed in white: actors 
pretending to be doctors or 
nurses are strictly forbidden 
The unhappy- looking announcer 
swallows a pill and a smile of 
relief instantly appears on his 
face 
as 
he 
claims 
that 
it 
“cured” him. Words like “cure” 
and “ miracle” and phony en­ 
dorsements like this all are out­ 
lawed. 
At another point the announ­ 
cer d e c l a r e d his medicinal 
product is “guaranteed safe.” 
This is forbidden because a 
guarantee is a specific, rather 
than 
general, 
term 
and 
its 
terms must be set forth. And 
“safe” is misleading when, in 
the fine print on some household 
remedy, there is a caution about 
overuse. 
Program-switching, instituted 
by CBS, seems to be catching.

It seems al­ 
most incredible that only a few 
years ago “The Moon is Blue” 
was denied a production code 
seal because the word “virgin” 
was used. 
“The Moon is Blue” seems a 
fairy tale compared to today’! 
movies. 
How far can the movie mak­ 
ers go without arousing militant 
action by the moralists. 
Some industry observers be­ 
lieve the limit is being pushed. 
They cite numerous examples of 
questionable taste. 
The cause celebre of the mor­ 
al crisis may turn out to be a 
film from the needler of Ameri­ 
can moales, Billy Wilder. His 
“Kiss Me, Stupid” is arriving 
just in time for the Christmas 
holidays.

The legion expressed “ aston­ 
ishment” that the code adminis­ 
tration’s seal would go to a film 
“ so patently indecent rad im­ 
moral.” 
“It added: “It is difficult to 
understand how such approval 
is not the final betrayal of the 
trust which has been placed by 
so many in the organized indus­ 
try’s self-regulation.” 
Hollywood newsmen last week 
got a look at what caused the 
legion’s indignation. “Kiss Me, 
Stupid” tells the story of a 
swinging 
singer named 
Dino 
(Dean Martin) who gets stuck 
in a Nevada town when a couple 
of amateur songwriters try to 
sell him tunes. 
To keep him in town, the pi­ 


ano 
teacher 
(Ray 
Walston) 
hires a floozy (Kim Novak) to 
pose as his wife and throw her­ 
self at Dino. But things get 
mixed up and Dino spends the 
night with the real wife (Felicia 
Farr). The story is told in rau­ 
cous style with emphasis on 
double entendres. 
It is the legion’s phrase “final 
betrayal” that chills the hearts 
of film leaders. In times past 
the legion has exerted powerful 
influence on Hollywood to clean 
up its movies. Does this mean a 
declaration of future action 
The answer will be known in 
1965, when the crisis of movie 
morals may become a nati 
concern.

COLUMBUS, Ohio — In no 
other sport Is tho news of a 
record - breaking year greeted 
with less 
excitement. 
Harass 
racing has had such a steady 
growth, with new highs in both 
attendance and wagering each 
year since World War II, that 
the fact that gate and handle 
reached record proportions in 
1964 was expected. 
By the end of the U.S. Trotting 
Association’s official bookkeep* 
ing year cm Nov. 30, raceway 
attendance had skyrocketed past 
the 20 million mark for the 
first time with 21,292,021 pass­ 
ing through the turnstiles at 
parimutuel meetings. In 1963, 
the figure was 19,197,066 and 
the gain is 10.9 percent 
Wagering 
scored 
an 
even 
more striking increase. In 1963, 
the nation’s handle passed the 


billion-doUar mark for the first 
time with $1,(167,130,007 passing 
through windows. But in 1964 
this had zoomed upward to $1,- 
236,848,726, an increase of 15.9 
percent. 
With both Yonkers 
Raceway 
and Batavia D'owns still operat­

In the form it passed the 
house, the m easure would have 
required a 55 per cent margin 
at all elections. Present law re­ 
quires 60 per cent approval at 
special and prim ary elections 
and 55 per cent at general elec­ 
tions. 
City councils are permitted to 
enact a levy up to one per cent 
without voter approval.
